Edson is said to have been insanely jealous 
of the woman and wanted her to go awa) 
with him. The shooting occurred in the 
presence of Dr. David O. Edson, the gsul- 
cide’s brother; his wife, Mrs. Henry T. Ea- 
son, and a baggage mover, Thomas Wood 

The families of Henry Townsend Edson 
and Dr. Edson have lived together in the 
Ninety-second street house for a number 
of months. Today Henry T. Edson was to 
‘Vatate and Jeave the city for a short time. 

Acoording to the police and Woods, the 
furniture man, Edson had begged Mrs 
Pullon to elope with him. Dr. Edson told 
hig brother that he should be ashamed to 
make such a proposal in the presence ot 
his .wife.

Sylvester Von Phul of 4302 Maryland ave- 
nue, a well-known St. Louis society man 
and “‘gentleman rider,’ was attacked at tne 
east end of the Eads Bridge viaduct by a 
policeman, who accused him of being a 
“stick-up man,’ and was severely injured. 

Mr. Von Phul had been visiting the plant 
of the Layton Howard Steel Co., at Broad- 
way and Twentieth street, East St. Louis, 
His brother is night manager of the plant. 

He left the plant at 11 o’clock Tuesday 
night and arrived at the east end of the 
bridge 2) minutes later. 

The East Broadway car does not cross 
the bridge at that hour, and it was neces- 
sary for Mr. Von Phul to transfer to the 
bridge car. The bridge car was not in sight 
and Mr. Von Phul walked back from the 
sidewalk to a sign board. He was lean- 
ing against the signboard when Policeman 
J. CC. Stacey approached. Mr. Von Phuls 
story of the subsequent events is as fol- 
lows: 

“What are you doing here,’ the police- 
man asked. 

“I am waiting for a car to go across 
the bridge.’ 

“No, you ain’t. You can’t fool me. 
You're one of these “stick-up’’ men come 
over from St. Louis to-do us up. I know 
you, and I'll fix you.’ 

“With that the policeman caught hold 
of me and .pulled me toward him. 

‘Am I under arrest?’ I asked him. 

“*You bet you are. Come along.’ 

“I protested, told him repeatedly that I 
was only waiting for a car and showed him 
my transfer. He said that three cars had 
crossed the bridge while I was waiting, 
but there had been. none,

Viaduct when the policeman reached its 
fsyproach. He drew tis revolver and 
fired one shot at me, but I kept on.

If the policeman had been 
alone I would have kept on running, as i 
could have distanced him, but ‘his com- 
punion was gaining on me. I collected my 
thoughts enough to realize that I would 
either be shot or stopped further on by 
other officers, ro I stopped. The men came 
on, the policeman still flourishing his re- 
volver, which was pointed at me. 
“There was a man approaching from the 
other side of the viaduct. I ran to him and 
got between him and my pursuers, thinking 
that might stop their firing, but ‘he turned 
and ran back across the viaduct in the di- 
rection he had come.

caught me by the arms and pinioned them 
back of me and ran his hands in my two 
hip pockets.

Indianola, Miss., Merchant Says His 
Townsmen Still Resist Presi- 
dent’s Policy. 


Among the buyers from the South who 
are in St. Louis this week is W. M. Lock- 
hart of Indianola, Miss., the town in which 
the postoffice was abolished by President 
Roosevelt because the citizens objected 
to a colored postmistress. 

Mr. Lockhart, in telling of the incon- 
venience to which citizens are put, this 
morning related a little incident illustrat- 
ing the peculiar condition. 

When the Office was abolished all the 
citizens instructed their correspondents to 
address their letters in future to Heath- 
man, Miss., a postoffice four miles from 
Indianola. They then hired a man to g0 
to Heathman upon the arrival of each mail, 
‘get all the mail for Indianola and bring it 
| back to town.. This man is both carrier 
and postmaster, as the citizens have es- 
tablished a little office of their own. 

A few days ago there was a wreck be- 
tween Heathman and Indianola and the 
train bearing the mail was unable to get 
through. The mail for Indianola, ad- 
| dressed, to. Heathman; lay in 
\Indianola for several hours, but no one 
lhad authority to deliver it it in Indainola. 
Finally it was put on another train and 
sent to Heathman by a, roundabout way. 
arriving there late that night. As 
sult the Indianola people did not get their 
mail until the next day. 

The citizens hope that the present s'tua 
tion, which is most unplessant, will soon 
end. They are firm, however. in their 
determination to have no postmaster, rath- 
er than a colored one.

His Name Is Frank Weilbrenner, the 
Son of a Truck Farmer Near Oys- 
ter Bay—Revolver Found in His 


Buggy. 

OYSTER BAY, L. L., Sept. 2.—A man giv- 
ing his name as Henry Weilbrenner was 
arrested at Sagamore Hill late last night 
while making a persistent demand to see 
President Roosevelt. 

Later it was ascertained that the man’s 
mission was to get the consent of the Pres- 
ident to marry his daughter Alice. 

The man was armed with a revolver 
tully loaded. He was taken to the vil- 
lage and placed in the town prison. 

Shortly after 10 o'clock last night Wefll- 
brenner drove to Sagamore Hill itn a phae- 
ton buggy. He was stopped by the secre! 
service operative on duty. Weilbrenner 
said he had a personal engagement with 
the President and desired to see him. As 
it was long after-the hours when visitors 
are received, the officer declined to permit 
him to go to the house. The man insisted, 
but the officer turned him away. 

Soon afterward Wellbrenner returned and 
aga'n insisted that he be allowed to see 
the President, if only for a minute. This 
time he was ordered away and warned not 
to return. : 

Just before 1I o'clock the man returned a 
third time and demanded of the officer 
that he should be permitted to see the 
President at once. 


Revolver Found 

in the Buggy. 

The officer's response was to take the 
man from his buggy and put In the stables. 
where he was placed under the guard of 
two stablemen. A revolver was found in 
the buggy. 

Later Wellbrenner was brought to the 
village and locked up. He is five feet 
eight inches high, 2% years old, a me- 
dium sized dark moustache, black eyes and 
evidently is of German descent.

In the 
Northwest another “low” had broken out, 
though no rains heard from, but the ligt 
receipts at that section’s markets and the 
cries of distress over the great damage in- 
flicted by previous rains, were enough in 
themselves to offset the absence of rain.

Back to Beats Go Twenty-Five Ser- 
geants Who Have Been Doing 
Comfortable Desk Duty. 


The merry thud of the decapitating ax 
of the Board of Police Commissioners will 
not, according to the commissioners them- 
sélves, be heard again until Harry B. 
Hawes, just returned from Europe, arrives 
in St. Louis. 

Whether Mr. Hawes “got busy’’ by wire 
and long distance ‘phone on being informed 
in New York that wholesale removals and 
reductions had been made on the very day 
that he caught sight of America from the 
deck of the Kron Prins Wilhelm, and 
called the ax-fest off, cannot be definitely 
learned; but it is certain that he and his 
friends are’ not wholly pleased with what 


has been done. 
It is understood that Commissioner Frye 


blocked further progress toward complete 
reorganization of the force at Tuesday af- 
ternoon’s meeting by refusing to vote and 
breaking the quorum. Only three members 
—himself, Blong and Ballard—were pres- 
ent, and as Frye could not outvote the 
other two, he simply refused to vote at 
all on the questions where disagreements 
arose. This forced the board to devote its 
time to promotions and reappointments, 
rather than to dismissals and reductions. 

Chief Kiely, Chief Desmond, Inspector 
Edward J. Lally and Secretary Thomas J.
